"Novel Legal Point. . 


In the early part of August the 
police raided the ground floor of 
No. 233. Hollywood Road and 
arrested twelve persons for play- 
ing in a common gaming hopse.

The Objects and Ressons 
state:—This bill is introduced 
on instructions from the Secret- 
ary ot State for the Colonies in 
order to bring our existing loan 
intoline with present day require- 


ments. 
PRAYA EAST RECLAMA- 
TION. 


\n Ordinance to provide for 
the reclamation of the foreshore 
and sea bed off Praya East, 
Victoria, ia the Colony of Hong- 
kong. . 

The Objects and Reasons 
state-—The object cf this bill is 
to legalise and to provide for the 
Praya East Reclamation Scheme. 
Tt seems unnecessary to go into 
details because the bill represents 
the result of negotiations between 
the Governmentand the marine 
lot” holders, and has been 
approved by the latter. Power 
ia taken in the bill to carry out 
all works which may be necessary 
for the purpose of constructing 
andJcompleting the reclamation, 
altering streets, moving 
pipes and cables, ranping con- 
Struction tramways, etc.

"RESTRICTING PROCEED- 


An Ordinance to restrict the 
taking of legal proceedings in 
Tespect of certain acts and matters 
dons during the war and to 
provide in certain cases remedies 
in substitution therefor. 

Very lengthy Objects and Rea- 
sons were given. ‘ Spesking 
generally, clause 3 gives protec- 


‘|tion to all persons in the public 


service, in respectof any actdone 
during the war and before the 
passing of the Ordinance, if such 
acts ware Jone (s) in execution of 
a public duty, and (b) in good faith. 
Yub-clause (3) provides that a 
certificate by the Colonial Secre- 
tary that any act was done in 
execution of a duty shall be 
sufficient evidence of that fact, 
and that any act so done shall be 
deemed to have been done in 
good faith unless the contrary is 
proved.” The clause in question, 
clause 3, bars all legal proceed- 
ings ig respect ofany such acts, 
including legal proceedings for 
the recovery ‘of money held by 
the Government in consequence 
of soy sach act, Certain legal 
proceedings, . are excepted from 
this bar, aod .amonget the 
excepted cases is the institu- 
Kion of. proceedings in respect 
of breach of contract, provided 


by oron behalfof the Government |- 
of the Colony, and a rightto com- 
pensation for damage directly 
to .war risk during the 
period of requisition or control. 
The: payment in respect of re. 
quisiticaing and control isto be 
in accordance with the Blue Book 
tates, togother with any addition. 
al payment which may have been 
expressly promised in writing, 
or credited tothe owner,"by the 
Government. This addition does 
not appear io the Imperial Act 
but is peculiarto the Bil. Com- 
pensation for damage due to 
warrisk is limited, as in the Im. 
peris! Act, by the provision that, 
in assessing such damage, no 
account is to be taken of any 
jucresse of market values of 
tonnage due to the war: The 
tribunals for assessing -payment 
or compensation under the Im- 
perial Act are (a) the Admiralty 
Board of Arbitration, (b) the 
Defence of the Realm Losses 
Commission, aod (c) any special 
tribunal prescribed “by the De 
fence of the Realm Regulations 
for any particolar case. As noge 
of these arbitration boards exist 
in Hongkong, clause 3 provides 
for tribonalsa which are to consist 
of one of the judges as president, 
and of two other members, one 
nominated bs the Governor and 
the other by the claimaas.”

An Ordinance to amend the 
Deportation Ordinance, 1917. 

The Objects and Reasons state 
that the object of this bill is to 
ameod the Deportion Ordinance, 
191%, by remedying certain ap- 
pareat defects therein and by 
inserting certain new provisions 
in order. to conform with recent 
legislation in theUnited Kingdom. 
THE TOBACCO ORDINANCE. 

An Ordinance to ament the 
Tobacco Ordinance, 1916. 

The Objects and Reasons 
state :— 

The obdject of this bil! is to 
amend the Tobacco Ordinance in 
certain respecta where experierce 
has shown it to ba defective. 
Clause 3 provides that duty shat! 
be paid on tobacco manufsctur- 
ed in the Colony which is 
removed into a bonded or licens- 
ed warehouse, before removal 
from such bonded or ficonsed 
warehouse. The object of clause 
4 isto prevent the smugsling of 
tobacco into the Colony by rail. 
As the law stands at present, itis 
possible for persons to bring 
tobacen into the Colony by rail 
from Chinese territory. and to 
evade detection by alighting with 
the tobacco at any of the stations 
before the Kowloon terminus. As 
long a3 they remain on the train 
and do not remove the tobacco 
from the train, they are within 
tbe law and canaot be arrested, 
and detection at intermediate 
Stations is difficult. Clause 4 re- 
quires all tobacco imported bythe 
railway to be consigned thi agb 
to Kowloon by railway invoice, 
and sny persons found on the 
train in possession of tobacco not 
so consigned will be liable to 
arrest and prosecution. Clause 
5 gives certain Railway officials 
tha ssme powers under the Ordi- 
‘Hance aS are given to revenue 
officers, the object being to en- 
able arrests and seizures to be 
made on the train by Railway [ 
Officials. Clause 7 amends 
section 59 of the Ordinance, 
which is the general penalty 
section, by empowering a 
magistrate to impose « fine 
of ten times the duty on the 
the tobacco in question, instead of 
the fine authorised by section 59, 
whenever he is of the opinion 
that there has been an intent to 
avoid payment of duty. “There 
Lave recently been cases of smug- 
gling tobacco which have 
obviously required a pecuniary 
Penalty greater than that 
authorised . by the principal 
Ordinance, and it bas been 
thought “advisable to give, the 
magistrate the option of imp. a- 
ing afine of ten times the duty, 
where such will be greater than 
the:-present maximum fine. The 
power of the magistrate to inflict 
imprivonment ‘in lieu" of of in

MERCHANT SEAMEN aNn 
COMPENSATION. - 

The Admiralty has informed 
the Imperial Merchant Service , 
Guild that the revision of the 
scales applicable under tha In- 
juries-in-War Compensation Act 
has now been authorised. This 
Act is Toractically identical with 
the war risks scheme af com. - 
Penaation for merchant saamen, | 
and the Guild s0me; time ago 
drew the attantion ofthe Admir- 
alty to the fact thst the Board 
of Trade had decided ta revise 
the war risks scheme in accard- 
ance with the recommendations 
of the Select Committee on 
Pensions as follows: 1. Tne 
rate of pay upon which disable- 
ment allwwences are calculated 
to be increased by 10 per cent. 
the minimum allowance inc 
of total disability increased from 
35a to 403 weekly, and, 2. The 
fixed maximum allowance for 
each child increased to £36 per 
annam. The Admiralty state 
that these improvements hare 
how badn mads in tha Injuries- 
in-War Compensation Act. 

FRENCH PORT DUES, 

A Paris message of Joly 7 
states: The Government has 
introduced a bill aiming at the 
reform of port dues. According 
to this bill, the dues are to be 
divided into two separate taxes: 
the frst assessed on the net 
displacement of the ship, the 
second in accordance with the 
importance of the bnsiness done 
ateach port. The first tax to be 
levied at each port has baad fixed— 
at 30 centimes’per-net tor--of---—_. ——. 
displacement for long distance , 
steamers and at li centimes for 
international coasting steamers. 

For passengers landing or embark- 
ing, the tsv is fixed at 10 francs 
for ordinary passengers and at 1° 
frane for emigrants coming from 
or going to, long distance ports, 
and at 2 frances for ordinary 
passengers, and at-l france for 
emigrants coming from or going 
to, ports in the British Isles and 
the Channel Islands. No tax will 
ba levied for passengers coming 
from or going to French or 
Algerian ports.
